INT is one of the most all-round 
uscful herbs. Apart from its 
decorative and finvouring qualities, 


it Is'on excellent digestlve, and has 


antiseptle and sedatlve powers nog 
well, When your inventive abilitics 
in the way of new sandwich Nllings 
fail,“ let mint come to the reseuc. 
Mash a banana with one teaspoon= 
ful of finely chopped mint, pepper 
und salt to taste, and spread between 


thin slices of brown bread and butter. }. 


Wash a few leaves of mint and lay 
them on thin slices of cheese put 
between buttered sandwich fingers 
or sliced bread and butter. 

Cover cheese or savoury biscults 
with mint butter and serve ot your 
next party or after dinner. To make 
the mint bulter, ercam two ounces of 
bulter arid one ‘teaspoonful lemon 
juice. Mix In one dessertspoonfll of 
finely chopped mint. 


When mint is plentiful, a supply |- 


of mint jelly should be made for 
winter use. Strip the leaves from 
a bunch of mint, steep them in en- 
ough bolling water to cover them, 
and leave at lenst an hour. Keep 
the basin’ closely covered during 
steeping, Allow one cupful of water, 
half o cupful of sugar, the juice of 
half a lemon, and half an ounce of 
gelatine to each cupful of leaves. 
Dissolve the gelntine in the sugar 
syrup, strain the water from the 
soaked mint leaves into this, then 
boil rapidly for ten minutes, or until 
the jelly sets when tested on a cold 
plate. 

Add the lemon = juice. Put into 
puts, but.do not seal up until -cold.

EVER pare carrots, as much of 

the flavour lies next-the skin. 
They should be Ightly scraped or 
scrubbed.

When cucumbers ore found in- 
digestible In-a raw state, they might 
be served buttered. - Peel tho requir- 
ed length, cut into thick pieces, and 
simmer very slowly in o little butter 
for fifteen minutes, keeping the pan 
tightly closed. Serve with salad, or 
ag a separate vegetable. 

Garden peas should be as nearly 
ng possible all the one size if they 
nre to cook successfully. It is also 
Important to cook pcas immediately 
after shelling them, and do not cook 
‘them too Jong. Ten minutes should 
be ample for young peas, tossed into 
just enough. boiling water to cover]. 
them. Their delicate flavour is im~- 
proved by adding a sprig’ of mint 
and no pinch of sugar. 

French beans should) not be 
shredded before -cooking, or their 
flavour will disappear. Simply nip 
off tlp and stalk end, and pull off any 
string. Throw into enough’ boiling 
salted water to cover and odd_a little 
sugar to keep the colour good, Drain 
and shake in a pan with butter until 
dry. ; 

A novel way' of serving young 
cooked bect-roots is to mash them 
while hot with a potato masher. 
Add a little butter, u good squeeze 
of Iemon juice, seasoning, and a 
tablespoonful of cream. Mix well 
together, -and serve very hot. 

The French do not attempt to cool 
cauliflower whole as we do, but 
divide it up into little flowerets. 
These are tossed into fast ,boiling. 
salted water for a few moments, and 
when drained, placed stalks upward 
on a hot dish. This Js inverted be- 
fore being taken to table, so that the 
vegetable resumes its former shape 
while being perfectly cooked, 

Experts agree that.a little melted 
butter Is the perfect accompaniment 
for all new vegetables; while a little’ 
chopped, fresh parsicy brings out the 
delicate flavour .of carrots and benns.

Japan Spends Vast 
‘ Sums On Arms 


_ Washington, Aug, 14. 
Government statistics indicate 
that both Japan and China are 
fast exhausting their monetary 
reserves, 


The two nations, at death 


grips onthe Asia mainland, are 
draining their treasuries of 
silver and gold to pay for the 
munitiéns” and war ‘materials 
they are purchasing. 

A constant stream -of bullion and 
treasure is belng exported to Europe 
and the United States, principally to 
the latter, to pay for their purchases. 

The effect on tne economic structure 
of the two nations of the exhaustion 
of bullion reserves maybe the de- 
termining factor in the confilct. 

Chinn's supply of convertible 
wealth is lesa than Japan's. How- 
ever, the Chinese contend that they 
are capable of withstanding a greater 
economic stress. 

During the first twelve months of 
he war, Japan shipped to the United 
States gold to the value of U.S.$238,- 
624,202. Chinese bullion shipped to 
the United States in the same perlod 
amounted to U.S.$92,719,992. Most of 
this came in the form of silver from 
London and Paris, where China has 
secreted most of her reserves. 

During the last sixteen months 
Japan has been forced to begin large- 
scale gold shipments in order to 
support the yen, which has been 
severcly strained by the enurmous 
purchnses of war materials, and dur- 
ing that perfod Japan's gold exports 
to the United States alone have 
omounted to U.S.$352,800,000." 

Government treasury authorities 
nre informed that the source of most 
Japan's gold shipments is the special 
reserve created last year, when the 
yen wos re-valued and stabiliscd at 
1s, 2d. sterling, . 

Indications now are that’ this 
teserve js nearing exhaustion. 

It |s pointed out that the Japanese 
Cabinet last month authorised the 
export of approximatcly U.S.$07,900,- 
000 worth of gold owned by the Bank

Theextent of China's reserve is un- 
known. However, officials agree that 
it is undoubtedly becoming deplcted. 
In_this connection, China js waging 
a losing battle owing to the serious 
curtailment of her Customs revenues.

Many -Planes

Macao, Aug. 13. 

Japanese planes were busy to-day, 
and the noisy drone of their engines 
audible in Macao on 
several occasions os they made thelr 
way into China or on thelr return to 
their bases at the Ladrones or San 
Cho Island. It was generally cloudy 
and the planes were not always 
visible, but observers in Chinese ter- 
titory, where better visibility ob- 
tained, report that on one occasion 
no less than 76 planes were counted 
in the sky. 

The majority of the planes were 
from the Ladrone Islands, some of 
them land planes and some sca 
planes. A smaller number of planes 
have thelr base at San Cho Island. 

A refugee from San Cho Island re- 
ports that the number of Japanese on 
the island hos been greatly reduced, 
but there has been an Increase in 
other men. The San Cho Islanders 
belfeve that the workmen brought to 
San Cho Island are mixed groups of 
Formosans, Koreans, Manchurians,

Shanghai, Aug. 13. 

At one of the most dramatic press 
conferences ever witnessed in Shang- 
hai, Japanese spokesmen tried this 
nfternuon the best they could to on- 
swer a barrage of questions by cor- 
respondents regarding the latest in= 
eldents In Shanghai.’ : 

For the first time since the press 
conference system owns instituted, 
Colonel Hamada, the Chief’ of the 
Publicity Department of the Japanese 
Armies in China, and the Commander 
of the Special Service Section of the 
Japanese Army in Shanghai, was 
present. 

The spokesmen's embarrassment In 
the face of question after question 
was almost painful. They looked out 
of the window as if hopeful that in- 
splration would thereby come from 
the sky. 

At the beginning of the session, the 
Japanese answered questions quickly, 
but as. the conference continued, the 
answers became mote and more de- 
layed. 

The spokesmen and Colonel Hama- 
da entered upon longer and longer 
private conference before replying. 

At one period, near the end, the 
private discussion lasted for nine ‘and 
a half minutes. before a reply was 
ventured.

“The snag is that, if war de-]- 


partments and advertising men 
can afford to think in terms of 
millions, the League of Nations 
cannot. The sum suggested for 
advertising expenses is many 
times the annual budget of the 
League.’ More than fifty 
countries share the cost of 
running the peace machine at 
Geneva. From -1920, when the 
League was founded, until the 
beginning of 1938 their total 
contributions had amountcd to 
under £16,000,000, Out of the 
League budget, too, comes the 
cost of two other useful _institu- 
tions, the Permanent -Court of 
International Justice and the 
International Labour Organisa- 
ion, the one at The Hague and 
the other ‘at Geneva. Though 
critics often complain. about ‘the 
cost of the League, so much has 
‘Ito be: done .on a very slender 
budget that the utmost economy 
iy essential, “It costs no,more 
to run the League,’’ a prominent 
.delegate once told the League 
Council, “than to clean the 
streets of London or New York.” 
It will be seen why the League 
has never had much money to 
spare for telling the world about’ 
its achievements. And volun- 
tary societies in the varlous 
countries, such as the British 
League of Nationa Union, have 
found more than enough ‘to do 
on limited incomes. If the 
League is to be advertised, the 
Governments, instead of adopt- 
ing cheeseparing policies at 
Geneva, will have to be willing to 
‘lincrense thelr contributions—

ean scarcely conceive the 
humble beginnings of our 
present city of- Victoria, 
which like a “boom town” of 
the American West, began 
with a few score mat-shed 
shanties, ranged along both 
sides of a stretch of cleared 
and levelled ground some. 
fifty feet in width, which 
the settlers were pleased to 
designate as a “Road.” So 
utterly phenomenal, more- 
over, was the growth of the 
settlement that even by the 
following year, it had begun 
to assume much of the 
aspect of beauty and per- 
manency, so that English 
visitors to these shores could 
record. in their diaries such 
lines as these: “We were 
surprised to find such a fine 
town with substantial stone 
houses, a church and a bar- 
racks...still notwithstand- 
ing this development all 
around there creeps ina 
dissentient note which ap- 
pears to impress on the 
senses that Death is the pre- 
siding genius of Hongkong.” 


' Even Dr. Jumes Legge, the 
eminent sinologue and mission- 

y who arrived here in 1843 re- 
narked that “whilst he was 
charmed with the . general ap- 
pearance of the place, and the 
cnergy that was manifest in 
layinyy out the ground and push- 
ing on building, he could not 
help but notice that many of 
the residents were oppressed 
with gloom ‘because. of the 
unhealthiness.". Hence, on_ this 
uecount it is not to be wondered 
at that many of that day 
were pessimistic of Hongkong’s 
future; but fortunately for 
posterity there were empire 
builders and men of vision 
amongst those first settlers: it 
is to them that we owe the 
splendour snd greatness of our 
modern Colony. 


Talk of Abandoning 


The Island 


It seems incredible that at 
one time there was even talk of 
abandoning the Island as too 
“unhealthy for European habita- 
tion,” and in fact, during the 
first decade there were many 
who lamented the circumstance 
that the island of Chusan, in 
Chekiang province, had not 
been chosen in its stead. They 
pointed out that “Chusan is blest 
with the mast productive soil; 
its internal resources are abun- 
dant, the inhabitants orderly 
and _Wwell disposed, the town 
particularly well-built, and ‘the 
climate the most salubrious in 
China. How all these advan- 
tages ‘could have been overlook- 
ed by our diplomatists 
enigmatical; or why the arid, 
fetid, broiling spot, Hongkong, 
should have 
(except . for its contiguity to 
Canton) as a British Colony, 
must remain a‘riddle to be ex- 
plained by the negotiators of the 
treaty.” . 


In addition to ita general re- 
putation — fa unhcalthiness, 
Hongkong’ wag\also. known fur 
tand wide as ng a veritable 
“Hell-hole of Iniquity.” The 
western ond of Victoria was 
largely a forest of mat-sheds, 
which was nicknamed - ap- 
proriately cnough “Bamboo 
Town.”

names of some of these long- 
vanished dives have: been pre- 
served, and for instance, there 
were at least six “pubs”, of more 
or less equal notoriety, whieh 
were the scenes of tumultuous 
disorder.

stated to have been conspicuous 
by their absence, but, neverthe- 
less, as carly as 1846, there were 
reported to be some 388 Chinese 
mercantile esthblishments in the 
Colony. Some of the speciali- 
ties of these firms seem to us at 
the present day to be exception- 
ally, odd, ag for instance, there 
were two sheep dealers, one 
bonnet maker, six: cow keepers

Veritable Pandemonium 


Sven at this early day, it is 
related in old letters that “cer- 
tuin streets of Hongkony, ex- 
clusively ‘and thickly inhabited 
by the native population, re- 
sound at night with promiscuous 
noises of the continuous beating 
of gongs, the playing of fiddles 
and flutes, and the firing of 
crackers peculiarly Chinese, und 
this combination of strident:

demonium. Houses in the nar- 
row streets, windows — and 
balconies are luxuricusly lit up 
with coloured paper lanterns. 
Narrow streets are full of 
passers-by.

The majority 
of Europeans was even more 
than now of the conviction that 
w residence in Hongkong was 
to be reluctantly tolerated but 
nothing ‘more. Their dreams 
were of the time when 
they could return Home 
and pass the remainder of 
their days in comfort—away 
from any scenes reminiscent: of 
China. Hence, their sojourn 
here was always burdened with 
the refrain, which was.so0 well 
expressed in the verse. of a 
Hongkong resident of 1850:

A TRIBUTE to D. R. Jardine, the 
Surrey — cricketer. and former 
England captain, was paid by. The 
Cricketer in a recent Issue. This {s 
what the Journal sayz: ©. 


D, R. Jardine had a- splendid re-. 
cord ‘In Geritlemen ‘vs, Players 
matcher. Appearing at Lord's, arst 
in’ 1926, he pinyod: again in 1927, 
1928, 1031, 1832 and 1933.- In these 


‘six matches, nine, innings, he acored 


527 runs, 
He cclipsed these 


with an average of 58.55. 
fiyures in his four 
matches at the Oval—1926, 1028, 
1931 and 3932: In six innings he 
seored 472 runs, was twice not out, 
and averaged 118.00. 

D.-R, Tandine played for England 
vs. West Indies (2 matches) in 1933, 
and captained the M.C.C. Team in 
India in 1933-34, A very astute 
captain, and ‘h ‘freat studtnt of the 
game of cricket; his greatest success 
was the bringing-back of The Ashes 
in 1932-33: he refused to be rattled, 
or diverted from his purpose; by any 
amotnt of abuse and — ndverse 
criticism. And when the West In- 
dies attempted body-lHne bowling at 
Manchester in 1933, he showed that 
the “unplayable" attack could be 
completely tamed by a faullless In- 
nings of 127. A very good batsmiun, 
with the soundest defence, he cx- 
eclled. against fast bowling. 


Wet Wicket Batsman 


Perhaps the greatest compliment 
to his skill was paid him In the third 
Test Match of 1928-20. In the 
fourth innings of that contest 
on a most dificult wicket, England’ 
required 332 to win. Hobbs and 
Sutcliffe began the task, and before 
long Hobbs signalled for a new but. 
“Whichever of us gets out,” was a 
message he ywnt to A, P.-E, Chap- 
man, “send Mr. Jardine In next.” 

Hobbs’ judgment was justified, for 
when~he went back at 105, after 
scoring 49, the amateur remained 
with the Yorkshireman whilst 94 
runs were put on for the second wic- 
ket. Jardine made 33 of them: 
Sutcliffe held on to score 135 out of 
318, and England won by three wic- 
kets. : 

England suffered a sad loss when, 
after the Indian tour of 1933-34, 
Jardine decided to retire from first- 
class cricket.

What are we to think 
obout all this? ©, - 


- Well, jn tho: frat place, I. fancy 
rome of the writers -are confusing 
two different things, They are mix- 
ing up the family doctor with ‘the 
seneral practitioner, affectionately or 
contemptuously known as the G.P, 
These present two different pro- 
bles. : 


The disappearonce of the first 1s a 
conscquence of social conditions, In 
a village community the locul doce 
tor knows the people. He resisted 
nt their entry into the world, tends 
them in all thelr ailments, and knew 
thelr parents «before them. That 
tives him .an- enormous advantage. 
He knows ‘that one family tends to 
“run temncratures" —eastly, = that 
unother Js likely to get chest trouble, 
and so on. He possesses a valuable 
fund of knowledge that you cannot 
learn from books or teach [in schools. 


But young people yrow up and go 
tp to the large towns. They move 
about from place to place, and when 
they fall it they call in a doctor 
who never saw them before ond 
knows nothing of their families, He 
is at a great disadvantage. He Is, 
Hable to make too much or too little 
of thelr ailments, This cannot be 
helped. With the best will in) the 
world, [do not sce how we can pre- 
serve the family doctor, with his 
great advantayes, for our city popu- 
tations, 

Sent to the Specialise 


There remains the question of the 
veneral practitioner, The cuse 
against chim is easifly formulated. 
Medical science ts advancing atu 
tremendous pace, New branches of 
knowledze have to be acquired 
which were not thought of a fe 
yeurs ago, No human brain, it 
sald, can hope to master it all, and 
so we get spectalisation, The busy 
doctor js more and = more tempted 
to send his patient off to the out- 
patient department of the hospital 
where the appropriate specialist can 
sce him, and where-—which is cnorm- 
ously {mportant—they have all the 
material for making exact tests. 

One of the most remarkable feo- 
tures of medical development in our 
day is the growth of precise methods. 
We can all take temperatures and 
blood-pressures, but there ure all 
kinds of blood tests which have to 
be. made in a_lnboratory. 

There is no doubt that all this re-~ 
presents o great gain. We can now 
be sure where formerly we had to 
speculate, It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the general — practi- 
tloner iets more and more into the 
habit of sending his well-to-do pa- 
tients to specialists’ and ‘his poorer 
ones to the hospital. Generally 
speaking, he Js acting conscientious- 
ly, and doing the best he can for: his 
.patients when he does this, He jy 
recognising that modern medicine 
has become too. complicated to be a 
ane-man job, . 

Aeris Drawbacks,

As we develop ur- 
tilctal aids we tend to lose our 
natural facultics. I have met old 
countrymen who could tell you the 
time by looking at the sky. The 
townsman with hls watch cannot do 
T am. sometimes afraid that 
with. our sclentifie methods, our 
blood counts, and all the rest of it, 
we may produce a new race of doc 
tors who lack the instinctive skill, 
the flair, that their fathers had. 
And precise methods sometimes 
Tet you down. It fs alt very well in 
a hospital, when you suspect appen~ 


dicitis, or something clse, to “pass. 


the buck" to the pathologist: and ask 
him to do a white blood count, If 
you are called to o lobourer’s cottage 
ond have to make o sudden, dect~ 
ston many miles from a hospital or 
a Inboratory, it's no’ good thinking 
of things ke that, .

Sums On Arms 


Washington, Aug, 14. 

Government, statistics indicate 
that both Japan and China are 
fast exhausting their monetary 
reserves. 

The two nations, at death 
grips on the Asia mainland, are 
draining their treasuries of 
silver and gold to pay for the 
munitions and war materials 
they are purchasing. 

A constant stream of bulllon and 
treasure Is being exported to Europe 
and the United States, principally to 
the latter, to pay for they purchases. 

The effect on the economic structure 
of the two nations of the exhaustion 
of bullion reserves may be the de- 
termining factor in the conflict. 

China's supply of convertible 
wealth is less than Japan's, How- 
ever, the Chinese contend that they 
ure capable of withstanding a greater 
economic stress, 

During the first twelve months of 
the war, Japan. shipped to the United 
States gold: to the value of U.S.$238,- 
624,292, Chinese bullion shipped to 
the United States In the same period 
amounted to U.S.$02,719,992, Most of 
this came in the form of silver {com 
‘London and Parts, where China has 
seereted. most of her reserves. 

During the last sixteen months 
Japan has been forced to begin large- 
seate gold shipments in order to 
support the yen, whicn has been 
severely strained by the enormous 
purchases of war materials, and dur- 
ing that period Japan's told exports 
to the United States alone hive 
amounted to U.S.$352,800,000. 

Government . treasury authorities 
are Informed that the source of most 
Japan's gold shipments is the special 
reserve created last year, when the

Work has commenced on the wel- 
known St, Raphacl's Hospital, funds 
for the reconstruction of which were 
secured through the interest und 
solicitude of His Excellency Dr, A. 
Tamagnini Barbosx, Macao’s Gover- 
nor. 

During the building operations, the 
patients will be installed at the Club 
Unlao Recreativa, whose commodious 
premises have been graciously placed 
ut the disposal of the Hospital Com- 
mittee, while the free clinic has been 
temporarily sct up the hall of the 
Holy House of Mercy, in the very 
centre of the town. 

This hospital is one of the oldest 
in the world. It was first established 
by the Portuguese, at the inslance of 
the first Bishop of Macuo, as long ago 
as 1569, only twelve years. after the 
colony itself was establshed. It hos 
undergone several changes und has 
been extended on several occasions, 
but the demand on Its accommodation, 
principally because of the large num- 
ber of refugees who have sought 
shelter in Macao, has exceeded the 
capacity of the premises. 

Funds were provided by the 
Government, and it will not be long 
before this famous old hospital will 
be ready to serve the needs of the 
community once more. 

The Government Hospital and the 
Kiang Wu (Chinese) Hospital are 
important institutions maintained jn 
the colony for the benefit, principally, 
of the Chinese,—Our Own Correspon- 
dent. :

ADVERTISING 
PEACE 


Problems of peace were very 
much to the fore at the Interna- 
tional Advertising Convention, 
which attracted 1,100 delegates 
from seventeen countries to the 
Empire Exhibition at Glasgow. 
Lord Southwood, the President, 
set the tone of the discussions by 
urging that business men should 
help the cause of peace by direct- 
ing industry along entightened 
lines. One of the most interest- 
ing suggestions came from a 
Norwegian delegate who argued 
that it would pay to advertise 
peace. “The League of Nations” 
he said, “has the right ideas, 
but it needs a modern adver- 
tising dpeartment.” It could 
usefully spend ‘£10,000,000 a 
year to convince all the unhappy, 
anxious and thick-headed indivi- 
duals in the world that nothing 
would be gained by war. This 
sum, he added, was a mere trifle 
compared with the vast sums 
spent on armaments, 

The snag is that, if war de- 
partments and advertising men 
can afford’ to think in terms of 
millions, the League of Nations 
cannot, The sum suggested for 
advertising expenses is many 
times the annual budget of the 
League. More than fifty 
countries share the cost of 


[running the pence machine at 


Geneva. From 1920, when the 
League was founded, until the 
beginning: of 1938 . their ‘total 
contributions had amounted to 
under £16,000,000. Out of the 
League budget, too, comes the. 
cost of two other useful institu- 
tions, the Permanent. Court of 
International Justice and the 
International Labour Organisa- 
tion, the one at The Hague and 
the other at Geneva, Though 


-|eritics often complain about the 


cost of the League, so much hag 
to be done on:a very slender 
budget that the utmost. economy 
is essential. “It costs, no moro 
to run the League,” a prominent 
delegate once told the League 
Council, “than to clean the 
streets of London or New York.’ 
It will be seen why the League 
has never had much money to 
spare for telling the world about 
its achlovements, And volun- 
tary societies in the various 
countries, such as the British 
League of Nations Union, havo 
found more than enough to do 
on limited incomes. If the 
|League is to be advertised, tho 
Governments, instead of adopt- 
ing cheeseparing i policies at 
Geneva, will have to be willing to 
prea their contributions.—

PRESIDING GENIUS .... 


T is difficult for those 
i who live in Hongkong 

to-day to even remotely 
visualise the vast changes 
which have taken place 
since 1841. The imagination 
can scarcely conceive the 
humble beginnings of our 
present city. of Victoria, 
which like a “boom town” of 
the American West, began 
with a few score mat-shed 
shanties, ranged along both 
sides of a stretch of cleared 
and levelled ground some 
fifty feet in width, which 
the settlers were pleased to 
designate as a “Road.” So 
utterly phenomenal, more- 
over, was the growth of the 
settlement that even by the 
following year, if had begun 
to assume much of the 
aspect of beauty and per- 
manency, so that English 
visitors to these shores could 
record in their diaries such 
lines as these: “We were 
surprised to find such a fine 
town with substantial stone 
houses, a chureh and a bar- 
racks...still notwithstand- 
ing this development all 
around there creeps ina 
dissentient note which ap- 
pears to impress on the 
senses that Death is the pre- 


siding genius of Hongkong.” | 


Even Dr. James Legge, the 
eminent sinologue and mission- 
ary who arrived here in 1843 re- 
marked that “whilst he was 
charmed with the  gencral ap- 
pearance of the place, and the 
energy that was manifest in 
laying out the ground and push- 
ing on building, he could not 
help but notice that many of 
the residents were oppressed 
with gloom because of the 
unhealthiness."” Hence, on_ this 
account it is not to be wondered 
at that. many of that day 
were pessimistic of Hongkong’s 
future; but fortunately for 
posterity there 
builders and men of vision 
amongst those first settlers: it 
is to them that we owe the 
splendour and greatness of our 
modern Colony. — 


Talk of Abandoning 
The Island 


It seems incredible that at 
one time there was even ee 
00 
“unhealthy for European habita- 
tion,” and in fact, during the 
first decnde there were many 
who lamented the circumstance 
that the island of Chusan, in 
Chekiang province, had not 
been chosen in its stead. They 
pointed out that “Chusan is blest 
with. the most productive | soil; 
its internal resources are abun- 
dant, the inhabitants orderly 
and yell disposed, the town 
particularly well-built, and the 
climate the most salubrious in 
China. How all these advan- 
tages could have been overlook- 
ed by our diplomatists appears 
enigmatical; or why the arid, 
fetid, -broiling spot, Hongkong, 
should have been fixed upon 
(except, for, its contiguity to 
Canton) as a‘British, Colony, 
must remain a riddle to be ex- 


plained by the negotiators of the 


treaty.” 


In qddition to its general re- 
putation ‘for unhealthiness, 
Hongkong was also known far 
and wide as being a veritable 
“Hell-hole of Iniquity.”. The 
western end of Victoria\ was 
largely o forest of mat-sheds, 
which was nicknamed ap 
proriately enough “Bamboo 
Town.” Hore  pullulated a 
strange medley of taverns, dives 
and low places of every de- 
deription, frequented by men of 
all nationalities, and this dis- 
trict was just as. notorious in 
the ‘forties and early ‘fifties as

were empire.

the opprobious “Barbary Coast” 
of old San Francisco, Its streets 
were, moreover, a scene of 
perpetual | disorder. Coolies 
fourht one another in the 
lanes and = alleys without 
hindrance, and it was not 
safe for a European to pene- 
trate into this.maze of mat- 
sheds after dark unless he were 
in company or else armed, The 
names of some of these long- 
vanished dives have been pre- 
served, and for instance, there 
were at least six “pubs”, of more 
or lesg equal notoriety, which 
were the scenes of tumultuous 
disorder. The most patronised 
of these were the Golden Tavern 
and the Crown and Anchor. The 
first was peculiarly cosmopolitan, 
as its proprictor was a Sardin- 
jan named Cachi Giovarni, and 
its clientele hailed from the ends 
of the earth. This tavern was 
situated in-the heart. of Tai- 
ping-shan, and was regarded as 
the natural milieu of all the dis- 
reputable elements which made 
that. portion of the Island an un- 
holy spot, Brothels too, abounded 
in surprising numbers and there 
were reputed to be no Jess than

156 of them, and the number of 
inmates as about 1,400. 
Respectable Chinese = mer- 
chants and their ‘families were 
stated to have been conspicuous 
by their absence, but, neverthe- 
less, as early as 1846, there were 
reported to be some 388 Chinese 
mercantile establishments in the 

Colony. Some of the speciali- 
ties of these firms seem to us at 
the present day to be exception- 
ally odd, as for instance, there 
were two sheep dealers, one 
bonnet maker, six cow keepers 
(dairies?), one lanthorn maker, 
eight Manchester Goods 
vendors. In addition, there 
were also two slop sellers or 
seavengers but these men were 
Lascars and not of Chinese 
nationality. 

. Chinese shops were mostly 
found in Tai-ping-shan, although 
in the western-end many were 
located in mat-sheds called after 
the names of the first Europeans 
who settled in that locality. For 
instance, there were such for- 
gotten places as Macqueen Row, 
Ouchterlony: Row, and Duu’s 
Row. Who these individuals 
were no one nowadays has the 
slightest inkling. They may 
have returned Home to pass 
their, lives in the tranquillity of

honourable retirement, or they 
might have left thelr dust to 
rest in “Happy Valley.” 


Veritable’ Pandemonium 


Even at this enrly day, it is 
related in old letters that ‘“cer- 
tain streets of Hongkong, ¢x- 
clusively and thickly inhabited 
by the native. population, re- 
sound at night with promiscuous 
noises of the continuous beating 
of gongs, the playing of fiddles 
and flutes, and the firing of 
crackers peculiarly Chinese, and 
this combination of strident 
sounds creates a veritable pan- 
demonium. Houses in the nar- 
row streets, . windows and 
balconies are luxuriously Jit up 
with coloured paper lanterns. 
Narrow streets are full of 
passers-by. Eating, drinking, 
gambling, gossiping, swearing, 
flirting, prostitution, ‘and all 
imaginable sorts of degredation 
to which human life is subject 
are conspicuously perceptible in 
the nooks and corners of those 
quarters in the Colony of Hong- 
kong called by the Chinese, 
Tai-ping-shan—the ‘Hill 
Great Peace,’” 

As for the other portion of 
the town, Queen's Road wag the 
main artery of European circula- 
tion. Old directories published 
three or four years after the 
official proclamation of Sir Henry 
Pottinger on June 22, 1848, 
directing “that the present city, 
on the - northern side 


of - 


of the ¢ 


Island, shall be ‘called by Her 
Majesty's namo” reveal that the 
Colony was even then practically, 
self-sufficient. ‘There were pre- 
sent settlers of almost every 
craft, from the blacksmith and 
farrier to the druggist and 
physician; for in that day, there 
had not been developed the ad- 
mirable spirit of mutual inter- 
dependence that now charac- 
terises the relationship between 
the foreign arid Chinese com- 
munities. Indeed, cach section 
endeavoured to remain sloof 
from one another as much as 
possible, and what — inter- 
course that. did occur was 
brought about under the guise 
of sheer necessity.

Tribute to Jardine 


A TRIBUTE to D. R. Jardine, the 
Surrey -cricketer and former 
England captain, was pald by The 
Cricketer in a recent issue. This is 
what the journal says: 


D. R. Jardine -had a splendid re- 
cord !n Gentlemen va. Players 
matches, Appearing at Lord's, firat 
in 1926, he played again in 1927, 
1928, 1031, 1932 and 1933. In these 
six matches, nino innings, be scored 


§27 runs, with an average of 58.55. 
He celipsed these figures in his four 
mutches at the Oval—1026, 
1031 and 1932: in six innings he 
seored 472 runs, was twice not out, 
and averaged 118.00. ’ 

D. R. Jardine played for England 
vs. West Indies (2 matches) in 1933, 
and captained the M.C.C, Team in 
India in 1033-34. A very astute 
captain, and a great student of the 
game of cricket, his mreatest success 
was the bringing-back of The Ashes 
in 1932-33; he refused to be rattled, 
or diverted from his purpose, by any 
amount = of. abuse and adverse 
criticism. And when the West In- 
dies attempted body-line bowling at 
Manchester in 1933, he showed that 
the “unplayable” attack could be 
completely tamed by a faultless in- 
nings of 127, A very good batsman, 
with the soundest defence, he ex- 
eelled aginst fast bowling, 


Wet Wicket Batsman 


Perhaps the greatest compliment 
to his skill was paid him in the third 
Test Match of 1928-29. In the 
fourth innings of that — ¢ontest 
on a most-difficult wicket, England 
required 332 te win. Hobbs and 
Suteliffe began the task, and before 
long Hobbs signalled for a new bat. 
“Whichever of us gets out,” was a 
messazic he sent to A. P. F. Chap- 
man, “send Mr, Jardine in next." 

Hobbs’ judgment was justified, for 
when he went back at 105, after 
scoring 49, the amateur remained 
with the Yorkshireman whilst 94 
runs were put on for the sccond wic- 
ket. Jardine made 33° of them: 
Sutcliffe held on to score 135 out of 
318, ond England won by three wic- 
kets. 

England suffered o sad loss when, 
after the Indlan tour of 1933-34, 
Jardine decided to retire from first- 
class cricket. Now -he writes about 
the game: his “Ashes and Dust" was 
a masterly defence of his ‘policy in 
Australia, . .

DOCTOR 


By A Medical Specialist. 


GOOD deal has recently ap- 

peared In-the Press on the 
subject of the family doctor, and the 
gencral effect of it is-to suggest that 
he has hod bis doy. Some of the 
writers. are kind enough to regret 
this, but others suggest that he will 
depart, taking ‘his little black bag 
with him. “unwept, unhonoured, 
and unsung.” What are’we to think 
about all this? ~ cae 


Well, in the first place, I fancy 
some of -the writers pre confusing 
two different things. They argomix- 
ing up the family doctor wif the 
general practitioner, affectionately or 
contemptuously known as the G.P. 
These present two different pro- 
blems. 


‘The disappearance of the first 13 a 
consequence of social conditions. In 
a village community the local doc- 
tor knuws the people. He rgsisted 
at their entry inte the world) tends 
them in all their ailments, and knew 
their parents before them, That 
rives him an enormous advantage. 
He knows that one family tends to 
“run temperatures" easily, that 
another Is likely to get chest trouble, 
and so on. He possesses a valuabla 
fund of knowledge that you cannot 
learn from books or teach in schools, 


But young people yrow up and go 
up to the large towns, They move 
about from phice to plhice, and when 
they fall ill they call in a doctor 
who never saw them before and 
knows nothing of thelr familtes. He 
is-at a great disadvantage. He fs 
lnble to make too much or too Jittle 
of their ailments. This cannot be 
helped. With the best will In the 
world, I do not see how we can pre- 
serve the family doctor, with his 
great advantages, for our city popu- 
lations, 

Sent.to the Specialist 


There remains the question of the 
general — practitioner, The case 
against him is casily formulated. 
Medical science ig advancing at a 
tremendous pace. New branches of 
knowledge have .to be acquired 
which were not’ thought of a. few 
years ago, No human’ brain, It fs 
sald, can hope to master it all, and 
so we get specialisation. The busy 
doctor is more and = more tempted 
to send his patient off to the out- 
patient department of the hospital 
where the appropriate specialist can 
see him, and where—which Is cnorm- 
ously importunt—they have all the 
material for making exact tests. 

One of the most remarkable fea- 
tures of medical development In our 
day is the growth of precise methods. 
We cun all take temperatures and 
blood-pressures, but there are all 
kinds of blood tests which have to 
be made in a laboratory. 

There {s no doubt that allthis re- 
presents a great gain. We can now 
be sure where formerly we had to 
speculate, It jis - not. surprising, 
therefore, that the general  practi- 
tioner gets more und more into the 
habit of sending his well-to-do pa- 
tients to specialists and his poorer 
ences to the © hospital. Generally 
speaking, he Is acting conscientious- 
ly, and doing the best he can for his 
patients when he does this. He fy 
recognising that modern medicine 
has become too comolicated to be a 
one-man fob. 

Serious Drawbacks 


That is one side of the picture. 
There is.another. There are draw- 
backs to all this, 

The human body is not a mechan!- 
cal collectlon of spare’ parts, but an 
organic unity, und it docs not help 
you very much to consider [t apart 
from. the mind. When you have 
tested the heart with an electro- 
cardlograph, examined the blood un-« 
der a microscope’ and with chemical 
reagents, estimated kidney function 
and so on, it remains true that you 
have o human being to deol with, 
and a good doctor can toll you some- 
thing about him which cludes all the 
precise scientific tests. 

I have spoken about “a good doc- 
tor,” and that brings me to some- 
thing which worries me about the 
whole business. As we develop ar- 
tifclal aids we tend-to lose our 
natural facultics. I have met old 
countrymen who could tell you the 
time by looking at the sky. The 
townsman with his watch cannot do 
that. I am sometimes afraid that 
scientific methods, our 
blood counts, and all the rest of It, 
we may produce a new race of doc- 
tors who lack the instinctive skill, 
the flair, that their fathers had. 

And precise methods sometimes 
Ict you down. It is all: very well in 
a hospital, when you suspect appene 
dicitis or something else, to “pass 
the buck” to the’ patholo; ist and ask 
him to do a white blood count, ‘If 
you are.called to a labourer's cottage 
and have fo minke a sudden, decl- 
sion many miles from na hi 
a laboratory, it’s eee ital or 
of. things Ike that,
